Charles River Laboratories cuts ribbon for new logistics complex

WILMINGTON - Charles 
River Laboratories cut a ribbon 
on Tuesday, September 28, dur- 
ing a celebration of its latest 
facility that drew Governor 
Mitt Romney as a keynote 
Speaker, 

The company, which has its 
headquarters on Ballardvale 
Street in Wilmington, provides 
critical research tools and inte- 
grated support services that 
enable the discovery and devel- 
opment of new drugs, medical 
devices and therapies. On 
Tuesday, Charles River 
Laboratories hailed the opening 
of its new 48,000 square-foot 
“central logistics complex,” the 
construction of which was com- 
pleted by the company Daycon 
in August, 

The company’s network oper- 
ations center is housed in this 
new complex, as is its global 
customer service department 
and its storage for feed and 


bedding for small rodent ani- 
mal models. 

The ribbon-cutting ceremony 
was held underneath a tent in 
front of the new building, which 
was a convenient setting, given 
the day’s rain. James C. 
Foster, the Chairman, 
President and Chief Executive 
Officer of the company, 
acknowledged the rain, but 
noted that “the sun shines on 
this project.” 

Governor Romney, who spoke 

after Foster, applauded Charles 
River Laboratories for remain- 
ing a competitive force in the 
field of biotechnology, which 
has its largest cluster right 
here in the Greater Boston 
area, 
“What an extraordinary com- 
pany,” Romney stated. “The 
toughest thing in the world of 
business is starting an enter- 
prise. The second toughest 
thing is keeping it going.”

According to Palmer, Kimo will 
be taught to distinguish 
between searching for a suspect 
and searching for a lost individ- 
ual, primarily by the collar 
being used.

Mall developers 
turn focus to 
North Wilmington

WILMINGTON - 
Representatives of the Mills 
Corporation appeared before 


Wilmington’s Board 
Selectmen on Monday, 
September 27, to discus 


options for developing 20 acres 
of Wilmington land currently 
controlled by the mall develop- 
er. 

Mills has gained approval 
from the Town of Tewksbury to 
construct an 850,000 gross 
leasable square-foot shopping 
mall on property located in 
south Tewksbury which abuts 
Interstate 93, the Sutton Brook 
Superfund area, and the Town 
of Wilmington. Tewksbury’s 
approval is contingent upon the 
federal approval of a new inter- 
change to 1-93 to be built 
between the current Route 125 
and Dascomb Road _inter- 
changes. 

In addition to the approxi 
mately 112 acres of land con- 
trolled by Mills, of which 38 will 
be developed for the mall, 20 
acres exists just over the 
Wilmington town line on the 
west side of I-93 in the general 
area of Route 125, 

The board had __ initially 
received a brief heard from 
Mills in 2003 regarding the par- 
cel. According to Attorney 
David Wahr, working locally on 
behalf of the Mills Corporation, 


a number of hurdles needed to 
be overcome before it made 
sense to return to the 
Wilmington Board + of 
Selectmen. Had the plan for 


mall been defeated in 
ksbury, Mills would not 
have pursued further options 
Mills’ entire dedication to the 
Tewksbury and the Wilmington 
parcels is still predicated on 
the approval of a new inter- 
change. 

Selectwoman Suzanne 
Sullivan expressed disappoint 
ment that Wilmington had not 
been involved earlier in discus 
sions since the parcel is 
detailed as ideal open space in 
Wilmington’s Master Plan 

“Unfortunately, that aspect of 
the Master Plan is not able to 
be fulfilled, since Wilmington 
has not been involved in the 
discussions until now,” Sullivan 
said. 

Wahr stated that 7 to 9 acres 
of Wilmington’s 20-acre parcel 


are upland and_ buildable. 
Selectman Frank West pro- 
posed the donation of the 


unbuildable land to the Town of 
Wilmington as a buffer zone to 
eliminate the possibility of 
future expansion. 

Attorney Richard O'Neill, also 
working locally on behalf of 
Mills, described such a dona- 
tion as possible, as a buffer

Selectmen get the ball rolling with a letter 
of intent to ensure grant eligibility

WILMINGTON - The Board 
of Library Trustees is looking 
for the town to come to a rela- 
tively final decision regarding 
the site of a future library, in 
order to maintain eligibility for 
a $3 million grant to help in 
construction costs. 

A letter of intent, written by 


the Board of Selectmen, is the 
first step in maintaining eligi- 
bility for the Library 
Construction Grant. According 
to Library Director Christina 
Stewart, the letter need not list 
the actual site of a new library, 
but the location does need to be 
determined sometime in 
October in order to begin 
design plans, which are 
required to be included in the 
application for the grant. 

“The site needs to be deter- 
mined by October 25th, in order 
to have an architect work on 
plans,” Library Trustee Ed 
Jones told selectmen during 
their meeting on Monday, 
September 27. 

According to Jones, the Board 
of Trustees is not committed to 
any particular site. For the 
past several years, Wilmington 
residents have been split on 
how best to proceed with plans 
to build a new library. A num- 
ber of sites have been explored 
as possible new locations, as 
has the potential of expanding 
the existing structure or even 
constructing a new library on 
its current site. 

In April of 2002, voters at 
Town Meeting approved 
$550,000 to design a plan for a 
new library to be built at the 
site of the previous Whitefield 
School in North Wilmington. 
The vote was later rescinded 
during a Special Town Meeting 
petitioned by a group support- 
ing a new library to be located 
at the site of the former Swain 
School on Middlesex Avenue.

“A car is not a toy nor a 
babysitter.” 

Michele knows all too well the 
dangers of leaving children 
unattended in vehicles. In 1998, 
a quiet day at the park turned 
tragic when two children, left 
alone in a van, knocked the 
vehicle into gear. The van raced 
through the park, hitting and 
killing her two-year-old son, 
Harrison. Michele and her hus- 
band Terrill have since devoted 
their lives to preventing similar 
tragedies. The Kids in Cars 
organization, which Michele 
and Terrill founded, is dedicat- 
ed to the memory of their son 
Harrison. 

“People think it won't happen 
to them,” says Michele. “But, 
unfortunately, we know this can 
happen to anyone. It happened 
to us.” 

There are simple ways to pre- 
vent similar tragedies. Kids in 
Cars recommends that adults 
keep car keys out of children’s 
reach, keep vehicles locked at 
all times and, most important- 
ly, never leave children alone in 
or around a vehicle - even if it 
is just to run a quick errand. 
Within mere seconds a child's 
life could be endangered. 

Temperatures can also play a 
role in these vehicle-related 
incidents. Even if the weather 
feels pleasant, the temperature 
inside a car can quickly reach 
unbearable levels. In 2003, at 
least 42 children left unattend- 
ed died from the intense heat 
inside a car. 

“It does not have to be a very 
hot day,” says Michele. “It can 
be in the 70's and within min- 
utes your child could show 
signs of heat stroke.”

Another danger is “vehicle in 
motion” incidents. Children can 
easily and quickly engage a 
vehicle into motion. This 
endangers not only the child 
inside the vehicle but other 
innocent people as well. 

Kids in Cars is working with 
legislators in several states to 
raise their level of awareness 
regarding children being left 
alone inside vehicles. In addi- 
tion, the group is educating 
individuals across the country 
through its website at 
www.kidsincars.org. Kids in 
Cars also maintains a national 
database documenting injuries 
and death of children left unat- 
tended in or around vehicles. 
No state or federal agency is 
tracking this serious issue. 

“We are truly on a mission to 
save kids’ lives,” says Michele. 
“We need people to take this 
information to heart and put it 
to use with their families and 
their neighborhoods. Children 
are our most precious cargo - 
they should never be left alone 
in or around a vehicle.” 

The ‘Kiwanis Club of 
Wilmington is working with 
Kids in Cars in our community 
to raise public awareness to 
this issue. Their involvement 
will help keep our children safe 
and possible save a life. 

The Wilmington Kiwanians 
have provided handouts at sev- 
eral of the childcare facilities 
in town. Other Kids in Cars 
handouts have been made 
available at pediatrician offices 
and auto insurance agencies. If 
you have not gotten one of the 
handouts, they are available at 
the Town Crier office. 

The Kiwanis involvement will 
help keep our children safe and 
possible save a life.

: They’re back from the drawing boards, and 
‘they’re hoping this time does the trick. 

‘Last October, the Senior Center Building 
‘Committee experienced the agony and ecstasy of 
‘democracy when voters stamped out hopes to 
‘expand the Tewksbury Senior Center during a spe- 
‘éial election after giving the proposal a thumbs-up 
‘at the special town meeting just weeks before. 

‘Rather than retreat, the committee and Senior 
‘Center Director Linda Brabant handled the narrow 
‘defeat constructively and returned months later 
with a plan to expand that’s downsized and a price 
‘tag that’s dropped too. 

: It’s that plan, which clocks in at approximately 

$4.95 million, that residents will tackle when they_ 
‘convene for the Special Town Meeting to be held at 

Tewksbury Memorial High School on Tuesday, 

‘October 5. 

: The Town Crier hopes that a third time need not 

‘be the charm, when, in fact, the second one should 

be the one instead. 

The Crier urges voters to approve plans to expand 

the Tewksbury Senior Center next week. Here’s 
how to do it. 
‘ Approve Article 3, which seeks to borrow $4.15 
million to increase and improve the senior center. 
Then, like last year, head to the polls for the Special 
Town Election on Saturday, October 16, and this 
time vote in favor of a debt exemption. These twin 
outcomes will allow the town to seek, with hopeful- 
ly better chances of success, an $800,000 grant from 
the state’s Community Development Block Grant. 
Such funds will help cover construction costs. 

Now, for Article 3 to truly succeed, voters need to 
reject Article 4 on Tuesday night. Article 4 aims to 
borrow the whole $4.95 million for the senior center 
expansion and would also be contingent upon the 
approval of a debt exemption on October 16. In 
order to be on the playing field for that $800,000 
grant, however, Tewksbury must demonstrate that 
it cannot flip the bill for the total price tag of the 
project. 

There it is. Yes on 3, no on 4. 

__ in a letter that appears elsewhere on this page, 
Selectman Jerry Selissen states that it’s the 
seniors’ turn. That’s a good way of putting it. 

Tewksbury residents have demonstrated to local 
educators and safety authorities what they mean to 
them, approving state-of-the-art facilities to sharp- 
en students’ minds and give cops and firefighters 
the tools they need to keep the community safe. A 
senior center reflects a community’s pride and pri- 
orities just as much as top-notch schools and pub- 
lic safety buildings do. 

The Senior Center Building Committee, Linda 
Brabant, and the town’s growing population of 
seniors have been patient and professional. 
They’ve brought back to the table revised plans 
that sacrifice a hope of theirs or two and takes into 
account the economic jitters shown by voters last 
fall. Now it’s time to approve them.

ASLEEP AT THE WHEEL 


According to a poll recently 
conducted by the National Sleep 
Foundation, seventeen percent of 
drivers (32 million Americans) 
admitted to falling asleep while 
driving at least once in the previ- 
ous year. This poses a very dan- 
gerous threat to motorists. 
Fatigue, lack of sleep, or blackouts 
play a role in approximately 3% of 
fatal traffic accidents. As a pre- 
ventive measure, at least one state 
is cracking down on the problem. 
Under New Jersey law, motorists 
who have not gotten any sleep 
during the 24 hours previous to a 
fatal accident they caused can be 
charged with a felony. If found 
guilty, they face at least three 
years in prison. This sentence 
underscores the seriousness of the 
problem. Laws vary from state to 
state.

TEWKSBURY - After having 
joined thousands of other veter- 
ans, family members and 
friends attending a spectacular 
show at the MCI Center in our 
nation’s Capital City last May, 
honoring all branches of our 
military and civilian workers 
and other volunteers, for their 
dedicated service and contribu- 
tions during World War II, your 
correspondent, upon learning 
of a forthcoming similar type 
presentation, paying tribute to 
our U.S. Army, and to be dis- 
played at the Worcester 
Centrum in early September, 
readily volunteered to assist in 
promoting and publicizing this 

epic event. 

A telephone conservation with 
Mr. Mark Murray, of Fairfax, 
Virginia, the writer and pro- 
dueer of both shows, was most 
congenial and enlightening,

Football.team off to fast start 


‘Cats improve 
to 3-0 with

LAWRENCE - On the surface 
the Wilmington High Wildcat 
football team turned the ball 
over three times, gave up two 
long touchdowns, including an 
86-yard kick off return to start 
the game, and beat a lackluster 
Lawrence team by just two 

touchdowns. 

But: on the flip side, the 
Wildeats tossed four touchdown 
Passes, including three to Sean 
Murphy, and the young and 
inexperienced offensive line did 
the job for the third straight 
week as the ‘Cats toppled 
Lawrence, 29-16, under the 
lights at Veterans Stadium in 
Lawrence on Friday night. 

This was the team’s first 
meeting since 1993. 

Wilmington junior quarter- 
back Joe Herra ~ who leads all 
of Eastern Mass with 8 touch- 
down passes in three games — 
completed 6-of-10 passes for 89 
yards and three touchdowns, 
before coming out midway 
through the fourth quarter 
after taking a tough hit to his 
head. Senior back-up QB Lou 
Insalaco completed his only 
pass attempt, a 43-yard gor- 
geous spiral to Murphy, who 
ended the day with 5 catches 
for 105 yards and three scores 

In just three games this sea- 
son, Herra had put up absolute-

ly tremendous numbers. He has 
completed 19-0f-32 passes for 
398 yards with 8 TDs and 0 
interceptions. He’s also the 
team’s leading rusher with 201 
yards on 19 carries. Murphy 
also is off to a fantastic start 
with 11 catches for 291 yards 
and six touchdowns. 

“We just tried to take what’s 
there,” said coach Bob 
Almeida. “We were struggling 
in some areas and they were 
doing a nice job of running to 
the ball. Their corners started 
to come up on us so we started 
to run some fades. They were 
sitting all over the slant, and 
we're usually pretty good on 
slant plays and they took that 
away so we ran the other way 
sideline and fade. We don’t 
really have that sideline and 
go. We never have run it in 
practice or anything like that. 
It was just like the schoolyard 
where we told (Sean Murphy) 
to turn the out up and Joey hit 
him obviously and it was a 
great play. 

“They work very well ina lot 
ways and a lot of things they 
did well on, and some things we 
didn’t take advantage of which 
we should have.

Senior golfer continues great play

Kevin Velardo might not be 
the best, but he can compete 
with the best. 

It was a lesson learned this 
summer when he held his own 
against junior golf sensation 
Jon Curran of Hopkinton, 

+ which he hopes will carry over 
to the rest of his golf career. 


“I realized I could hit many of 
the same shots he could hit,” 
said Velardo. “I realized if I 
worked hard enough I could 
reach the same spot he was at.” 

The revelation came at the 
World Series of Junior Golf at 
‘Triggs Memorial Golf Course in 
Providence, R.J. in August. 
Velardo played a relaxed first 
round and finished the day tied

for third with a 2-under round 
of 70. His performance earned 
him a spot in the final foursome 
alongside Curran, the best 
junior golfer in New England 
and one of the ten best in the 
nation. 

Velardo felt panicked. Over 
the first three holes of the final 
round he could sense Curran 
over his shoulder. Adding to the 
pressure was the unfamiliar 
feeling of playing for a major 
tournament title. 

“T’ve never been in contention 
in a major tournament like that 
before,” said Velardo. “I was 
unbelievably intimidated.” 

Then Curran shot a bogey, 
and where Velardo had seen an 
unbeatable foe he now saw 
another young golfer. Although 
Curran went on to win the tour- 
nament, Velardo gained valu- 
able tournament experience. 

“(Curran is) a huge name in 
the junior golf circuit, (but) I 
realized he’s just a kid the 
same as me,” said Velardo. “It 
was a big step.” 

Velardo shot a one under par 
143 and finished fourth in the 


first play from scrimmage, 
Herra lofted a pass down the 
left sidelines to Joe Mayo, who 
leaped over his defender on the 
1-on-1 coverage and scored his 
third touchdown of the season. 
Herra ran in the conversion 
rush on a bootleg going to his 
left, tying the game up at 8-8 
and that score remained at the 
halftime break. 

Wilmington started the third 
quarter off with the ball on its 
own 40. Three plays later they 
fumbled for the third time in 
the game giving Lawrence the 
ball. Brennan Jones and 
Murphy had separate big plays 
combining for a 12-yard loss for 
Lawrence, who were forced to 
punt, which went 34 yards to 
the Lawrence 43, before Herra

Rams Football aiid

HAVERHILL - It’s shaping up 
to be quite a season for the 
Shawsheen Tech football team.

“FIRST DAUGHTER” A BOREFEST 


MOVIE: “FIRST 
DAUGHTER” 
GRADE: * 

Katie Holmes, one of the 
stars of the one-time hit teen 
drama ‘Dawson's Creek’, 
made a poor choice in decid- 
ing to take on the lead role in 
this big screen borefest. 

Holmes plays the daughter 
of an incumbent United 
States president, played by 
Michael Keaton, who decides 
she has had enough of the 
campaign life and politics in 
general, and decides to head 
off to college in California. 
Following the paint-by-num- 
bers guidelines for this type 
of film, while gone she has 
fun, meets a boy, which 
affects her father’s ambi- 
tions, yada, yada, yada. The 
story plays out exactly as you 
expect, with little originality 
shown by anyone involved. 

Not a bad movie if you 

prefer: movies that don’t 

you mentally, but 
if you're looking for a film 
that will stimulate thoughts, 
the only thought this one 
brought on was a check of 
the watch, wondering when it 
might end. 


MOVIE: “MR. 3000” 
GRADE: ** 

This film asks the question, 
“What would an athlete do if he 
discovered that the defining 
achievement of his career was 
never actually achieved?”. 
Another question viewers may 
have is, “Why should I care?” 

Bernie Mac stars as the 
retired baseball hero who has 
made a cottage industry of 
himself on the baseball fan cir- 
cuit based on the fact that he 
had 3,000 hits in his career. But 
in the ultimate do-over, major 


league baseball executives 
inform him that he actually fell 
three hits short, and they take 
the honor away from him pub- 
licly. Mac decides to make a 
comeback with the Milwaukee 
Brewers to record three more 
hits, and thus we have the basis 
for a comedy, as an out-of- 
shape legend tries to take the 
field one more time. 

Mac is funny at times, but 
aside from some interesting 
scenes with love interest 
Angela Bassett, there isn’t 
much depth to his character. 
It’s funny to watch him try and 
whip himself into shape, but if 
he can’t, will the world 
change? More time should have 
been spent on character devel- 
opment and less on setting up 
the laughs. 


MOVIE: “CELLULAR” 
GRADE: ** 

This movie is one of the sur- 
prises of the late summer sea- 
son, a guilty pleasure that you 
know is silly, but you still can’t 
take your eyes off it. 

The plot involves a woman, 
played by Kim Basinger, who is 
locked in an attic by an intrud 
er. She pieces together a broken 
land-line phone, dials a num- 
ber, and somehow is connected 
to a pretty boy with not much 
else going on in his life, played 
by Chris Evans. She convinces 
him that he may be her last 
hope at getting out of this situ- 
ation alive and well, and we're 
off to the emotional races. 

This is that rare movie

CANAL FALL WALK 

On Saturday, October 23 at 
1:30 p.m. the 43rd Annual Fall 
Walk will originate at the 
Middlesex Canal Museum and 
Visitor Center at the Faulkner 
Mills on Faulkner St. in North 
Billerica.
